AT LAST MEETING 


A committee formed of faculty 
members and members of the stu¬ 
dent body met Wednesday. May 11, 
and allocated the activity fund for 
the 1938-’39 school year. 

The fees were alloted to the dif¬ 
ferent organizations on a percent¬ 
age basis, according to the most 
benefit which would be derived by 
the greatest number of students. 

The final allotments made by the 
committee are: 

Basketball . 35 per cent 

Speech Activities . 16 per cent 

Miscellaneous . 10 per cent 

Social Affairs . 10 per cent 

"Pow-Wow” . 10 per cent 

W. A. A. 5 per cent 

Tennis, Track and Golf 6 per cent 

Baseball . 4 per cent 

Girls’ Forum . 2 per cent 

Phi Theta Kappa . 2 per cent 

The meeting was the first of its 
type that has been held in TJC. 
The old method was placed on a 
checking basis, subject to be 
checked upon by Dean Jenkins 
only. Under the new system the 
fees will be divided and distribut¬ 
ed each month. 

The meeting was not only signi¬ 
ficant for the settlement of the ac¬ 
tivity fees question for it also adds 
more^ to the democracy of the in- 

ticipation. 

Dean Jenkins, who presided over 
the meeting, pointed out the 19ST¬ 
’S 8 account had been overdrawn 
one hundred dollars. The commit¬ 
tee then voted to pay off the pres¬ 
ent debt out of the first of next 
years collections. 

An itemized expense account for 
this year’s fees was discussel by 
the board.

Win number two was chalked 
up at the expense of Federal In¬ 
stitute by the score of 13 to 4.

The last two games of the sea¬ 
son were against the Kilgore Ju¬ 
nior college team, acknowledged 
as one of the strongest teams in 
this part of the state, as they 
broke even with Stephen F. Aus¬ 
tin in their series. S. F. Aus¬ 
tin likewise had a favorable record 
with many of the larger colleges 
and universities of the state. From
